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REORGANIZATION LIKELY 


TO SAVE THE REPUBLIC LIFE 





Plan to Buy Assets of Central Life Se- 
curities Company and Oust 
Rhodus Influence 





From present prospects the Republic 
Life Insurance Company of Chicago 
will be a going ‘institution within a 
comparatively short time. If the plans 
of the reorganization committee are 
carried out the Republic Life will be 
owned by the Republic Life Securities 
Company, a corporation with about 
$850,000 of capital stock, owned by the 
present stockholders of the Central 
Life Securities Company. 

Judge Kohlsaat of the federal court 
several days ago issued an order for 
all creditors of the Central Life Securi- 
ties Company to file their claims not 
later than Oct. 15. Meanwhile the re- 
organization committee of the stock- 
holders has organized a syndicate to 
buy in the assets of the Central Life 
Securities Company (except its claims 
against the Rhoduses) when the re- 
ceiver under court orders shall offer 
them for sale. The receiver olds 
about $164,000 of quick assets, includ- 
ing the deposit of the Republic Life 
with the Illinois insurance department, 
and about $500,000 in notes given in 
payment for stock of the Central Life 
Securities Company. The quick as- 
sets are expected to bring about par 
when sold. The notes may bring 5 
to 10 cents on the dollar. In order 
to make the first payment on the pur- 
chase of these assets, provided it is 
not outbid, the syndicate. undertook a 
short time ago to raise $50,000 in cash 
among Central Life Securities stock- 
holders. Nearly all of this amount has 
now been raised and the reorganization 
committee will be ready very soon to 
have the sale take place, provided it 
meets the approval of the court. 

Plans for Stock Transfer 

The Central Life Securities Com- 
pany had $2,500,000 preferred stock be- 
sides the common stock which con- 
trolled the organization, and was 
owned by the Rhodus brothers or 
their companies. Of this preferred 
stock about $850,000 had been sold 
when the crash came. It is proposed 
that the new Republic Life Securities 
Company shall have about $850,000 pre- 
ferred stock and no common. stock.

ber of stockholders of the Central Life 

Securities Company who come into the 
Republic Life Securities Company. 

Each holder of stock in the Central 
Life Securities Company who has paid

HEARING ON LAWS IS HELD 


DISCUSS WISCONSIN STATUTE 





Representatives of Fire Companies 
Take Up With Attorney-General 
Meaning of Late Enactments 





(Prom a Staff Correspondent.) 

Madison, Wis., Aug. 12—A number 
of prominent local agents and company 
representatives came here to attend 
the hearing granted by the attorney- 
general on the interpretation of the 
antirebate and agents’ license laws. 
The attorney-general’s department had 
already ruled that under the latter law 
agents may not divide commissions on 
exchange business, and the hearing was 
nominally on the question of an agent’s 
right to receive a commission on poli- 
cies covering his own property. The 
agents, however, took advantage of the 
opportunity to have arguments pre- 
sented on the brokerage question. It 
is understood that the ruling already 
made was based on the investigations 
of Assistant Attorney-General Jack- 
son, and if Attorney-General Gilbert 
changes the ruling he will not in fact 
be reversing himself. 

Van Dyke Represents Agents 

The Milwaukee agents were accom- 
panied by W. E. Van Dyke, a pro- 
minent insurance attorney, and Mr. 
Van Dyke made practically all the ar- 
guments. Deputy Commissioner H. L. 
Ekern represented the insurance de- 
partment and explained the reasons 
that led the department to hold that an 
agent may not receive a commission 
on his own business. 

While the rulings on these questions 
will be made by Mr. Gilbert, he does 
not care to act in the absence of Mr. 
Jackson, and no decision therefore may 
be expected for about a month, as Mr. 
Jackson is about to be married and will 
not be in Madison for that length of 
time. Upon his return Mr. Van Dyke 
will again come to Madison and hold 
a conference with both Mr. Gilbert and 
Mr. Jackson. 

Commissions on Own Business 

It seems probable that a ruling will 
be made allowing agents to receive the 
commissions on their own business. 
The insurance department, of course, 
is neutral, and made its own decision 
purely on its view of the legal situa- 
tion. This view was that legally an 
agent cannot bind his principal in a 
contract with himself unless it is ap- 
proved by the principal. The depart- 
ment therefore held that the insurance 
was not effected by the agent, but by 
the principal, and consequently the 
commission was not compensation for 
services, but a “rebate, special favor, 
advantage, benefit, valuable considera- 
tion or inducement,” contrary to the 
Statute. 

Argument by Van Dyke 

Attorney Van Dyke met this directly 
by the claim that, while the writing of 
the insurance may not be valid unless 
approved, still when it is approved it 
is nevertheless the act of the agent and 
not of the company, and the compensa- 
tion is not different from that on any 
other policy. While it might be the 
custom, as explained by Manager C. 
H. Barry of the Pennsylvania, who was

MORE CASH PREMIUMS PAID 





Problems Arising from Growth of the 
Tenant Class Are of Interest to 
Underwriters 





BY WM. 8. CRAWFORD 

Des Moiffes, Iowa, Aug. 17.—The 
president of one of the companies 
which does a large farm business on 
the six-year installment note plan tells 
me that his company is receiving a con- 
stantly increasing ratio of cash prefi- 
ums, and he believes that is the experi- 
ence of the other Iowa companies. He 
attributes this largely to the prosper- 
ity of the Iowa farmer. 

A few years ago the companies got 
very lax about demanding interest on 
these installment notes and it was good 
business for the farmer to give his note 
and retain the use of his money. In 
the past couple of years the compa- 
nies have been demanding interest to a 
greater extent. Now the farmer, hav- 
ing money in the bank, would rather 
pay cash than 6 percent interest. 

This change is beneficial in more 
ways than one. If it continues it will 
improve the quality of the assets of 
the Iowa companies which accept 
premium notes, for such notes are not 
of the standing of mortgages and rec- 
ognized securities. Another beneficial 
result will be the enabling of the com- 
panies to get short rates when farm 
risks are canceled by the assured. 
One of the most serious objections 
urged against the note plan is that 
when an assured wants to cancel he re- 
fuses to pay the installment due on his 
note and thus compels the company to 
cancel, after it has received only the 
pro rata premium for the time the in- 
surance has run. 

a *« 

Several of the Iowa farm companies 
report that fire losses have not been as 
heavy this year as in 1907 and 1908. In 
the experience of some the numerous 
small storm losses more than ate up 
this saving on fire losses. However, the 
heavy losses on barns are expected this 
month, as the hay is now in and is still 
green and lightning is expected to do 
its work. 

* * * 

One class of farm business which the 
manager of an outside company says he 
is finding profitable in Iowa is the per- 
sonal property of tenants. As the ten- 
ant has no interest in the house and 
barn, considerable of his insurance is 
on grain, which is not likely to be in his 
possession long, and on live stock, on 
which all companies are seeking as 
large a portion of the total insurance 
as possible. 

The tenant class is now large in 
Iowa. Many of the original farmers 
have grown wealthy, retired and moved 
to the cities to give their children bet- 
ter educational and social advantages. 
Their land is worth so much that a man 
without capital can scarcely hope to 
buy it and pay for it out of the earn- 
ings. Therefore they continue to own 
their farms, but let them to tenants. 
This condition requires care in writing 
the owner’s farm property, as there is 
some danger of moral hazard. How- 
ever, the tenants are said to be gen- 
erally of a good class and to be pros- 
pering, and the fact that the farmhouse 
is often larger than the tenant needs, 
does not seem to cause the companies 
much trouble. 





Davis Becomes Auditor 


F. O. Davis, an examiner in the 
western department of the Continental, 
will leave on Friday for Des Moines, 
Iowa, where he becomes auditor of the 
Des Moines Fire. This is an office 
which the company has just created, 
and Mr. Davis’ duties will include those 
of office manager. Mr. Davis was with 
the Hawkeye at Des Moines for twen- 
ty-three years previous to his coming 
to Chicago three years ago.

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COMMENT BY A LOCAL AGENT 





Sees Bad Effect of Companies Appoint- 
ing Incompetent Men to Repre- 
sent Their Interests 





To the Editor:—Your personal col- 
umn of Aug. 5 quotes a letter to a com- 
pany from “An Agent.” The specimen 
of illiteracy speaks for itself. We be- 
lieve we should be entirely serious but 
admit it certainly reflects upon the dig- 
nity and intelligence of the business of 
fire insurance. We cannot censure the 
local agent. Possibly he has made the 
best of his advantages, but is it possi- 
ble that any company clothed with the 
dignity of writing fire insurance would 
appoint or permit an assignment of this 
caliber? This calls to mind a recent 
editorial, “Does It Pay,” referring to 
the importance of an agent taking some 
insurance paper. This together with 
the recent publicity movement cer- 
tainly indicates that it is high time for 
reform. Can any company or any busi- 
ness expect to maintain the dignity of 
the profession with the above specimen 
as a representative. If the business is 
of such importance (and it is), why 
must it suffer such humiliation as af- 
forded by the above sample. Is it nec- 
essary to secure business through such 
channels? Would it not be better that 
the supplies be left with the home office 
and never shipped? 

As a local agent, and one wishing to 
advance the dignity of the business, we 
have always felt the present agency 
system subject to a striking defect, i. e., 
the appointment of local representatives 
regardless of qualification. We pre- 
sume wiser heads than ours have de- 
termined this the proper course, but 
try as we will we are unable to recon- 
cile ourselves to it. If the publicity bu- 
reau and the renewed activities of the 
local agents association stand for any- 
thing, we certainly hope that our com- 
ment may do some good. Our observa- 
tion is that after a man has made a 
complete fizzle in all other lines he is 
still qualified to represent a company 
and issue a contract to pay a large sum 
of money in case of loss. This is con- 
trary to the usual order of things but 
it seems to work in fire insurance.

REINSURES BUT WILL CONTINUE 

The Metropolitan Fire of Chicago 
has reinsured its business in the West- 
chester and will hereafter operate in a 
more restricted field. It was first plan- 
ned to reinsure only its business in ter- 
ritory from which it intended to re- 
tire, but later believed it wiser to in- 
clude it all, as satisfactory terms were 
secured. 

The Metropolitan found its distant 
state business unprofitable. It had a 
southern general agency with W. L. 
Nelson & Co, of Memphis and Edward 
Cluff & Co. of New York were eastern 
general agents. 

The Metropolitan will now confine 
its operations to Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Missouri and perhaps another state or 
two. It can thus handle all its field 
direct. 

The company’s reinsurance reserve 
was about $146,000. With the liability 
off its hands, its net surplus is in- 
creased. The Metropolitan has been 
in business since 1903. John Naghten 
& Co. of Chicago are the general man- 
agers.

SAYS AGENTS NEED PROTECTION 

To the Editor—In your issue of Aug. 
12 you publish an article on the need of 
better laws to protect companies 
against delinquent agents. The points 
advanced are certainly well taken, and 
laws covering the present day condi- 
tions would be of great benefit to the 
companies as well as to the insurance 
fraternity. Under present conditions 
when new companies spring up and 
enter the field for business the special 
agent who is trying to plant his com- 
pany in a community frequently in- 
trusts the agency to irresponsible per- 
sons. The result is obvious. If crimi- 
nal proceedings would lay against dis- 
honest persons the chances which the 
companies have to incur would be 
greatly in their favor. 

But there is another side to the ques- 
tion relating to relationship between 
companies and agents. Under existing 
laws, where does the local agent come 





in if his company is taken into the 
fold of a receiver? Every reputable 
agent will hustle to issue new policies 
in another company, pay the premiums 
to the new company and take his 
chances of getting back whatever in 
dividends may be declared after a year 
or two when the business of the de- 
funct company is finally wound up. The 
local agent needs protection against 
such emergencies, and the laws should 
protect him by making him a preferred 
creditor or compel the companies to 
give an indemnifying bond to the agent 
to secure him against loss. 

This may appear to be a drastic de- 
mand, but in the light of the many in- 
stances which have occurred during 
the last three years is certainly justifi- 
able. If you protect the capital, pro- 
tect also the laborer who in a majority 
of cases has to work very hard for his 
living, and can ill afford to sacrifice a 
portion of his earnings. AGENT.

MICHIGAN COMMERCIAL REPORT 

The Michigan department has issued 
its report’ on its examination of the 
Michigan Commercial as of December 
31, and finds the statement filed by the 
company correct. The examiners went 
into the accounting system very thor- 
oughly. The examiners find the system 
greatly improved since the last exam- 
ination. The reinsurance reserve can 
be exactly ascertained at the end of 
each month. The examiners found little 
or nothing to criticise. The reports 
say the company covered all its lia- 
bilities in full as of December 31. The 
report gives its statement as follows:

LOSSES HERE AND ABROAD 
_ Fire Marshal Peterson of Minnesota, 
in commenting on the fire loss in this 
country and abroad says: 

Some writers on the subject of the great 
American fire losses place very much stress 
upon the effect thereon of improvements in 
building construction and the lower fire losses 
in Europe are cited as proof of this contention. 
But in my opinion such changes will come only 
as fast as natural conditions make the better 
grades of building materials more available for 
common use Vd making them cheaper than those 
now used. The fire waste is not to be much 
affected by those means before that time comes, 


and until (the —- now serviceable are 
— or replaced. nd this will take much 
ime. 

Having lived on both sides of the Atlantic I 
take issue with those writers who assert that 
this enormous difference in fire losses in favor 
of the older countries is due chiefly to the 
better building construction over there. The 
average American business building is not much 
more susceptible to fire than the average Euro- 
— business building. And all of us who 

ave had some experience in getting up in the 
early hours of the morning to make fire under 
the pny = Reged are willing to swear 
that our kindling w is as hard to set on fire 
without the use of some oils as any kindling 
wood in the world. And those who are in 
the habit of using oils seldom remain with us 
long enough to tell their experience. 

It is —— true that dwelling houses are 
more inflammable on the average than they 
are across the pond, but then something must 
be allowed for them being larger, roomier, 
sunnier and drier than the damp dungeons 
wherein our European cousins and brethren 
are wont to dwell, something like four or five 
families to the room. Such houses don’t burn 
a anywhere. 

After all, it is only an insignificant part of 
our fire loss that is reported from our flims 
fading, houses, or any other kind of dwell. 
ings. here is a_vast difference in the degree 
of care that our European friends take to pre- 
vent fires from starting in any kind of struc- 
tures as against the general carelessness pre-

|SURPLUS LINE LAW FAILURE 


| Agents Placing Business Without Li- 
censes—Superintendent Lemert Sug- 
gests Repeal or Amendment 








After a five years’ trial, the Ohio sur- 
plus line law has still to show its use- 
fulness. Only five agents are licensed 
under this law this year. Henry M. 
Brooks, A. W. Neale and J. G. Hale in 
Cleveland, E. A. Schwab in Cincinnati 
and Clement F. Souter in Toledo. The 
law permits licensed brokers to write 
business in unauthorized companies only 
when it cannot be placed with admitted 
companies. Superintendent Lemert 
says that the law is apparently being 
disregarded and that it has been almost 
impossible to enforce it and suggests 
either the repeal of the law or an 
amendment making its violation a mis- 
demeanor. Considering the very small 
number of agents licensed and the vol- 
ume of surplus line business being writ- 
ten from Ohio, it is apparent that some 
agents are writing surplus line business 
without a license. 





Gridiron System Lacks Water 


The Cleveland Chamber of Com- 
merce is urging the construction of a 
water pressure station at the lake front 
in Cleveland in order to furnish a reli- 
able water supply in the high pressure 
system. It is declared that the fire 
tugs, which are the only supply for the 
gridiron system, are out of commission 
fully as often as they are in working 
order. At the present time the Cleve- 
lander is entirely unavailable and will 
be for three or four weeks to come. 
The Farley has but one pump in work- 
ing order. An advance of 10 percent in 
insurance rates is threatened unless 
something is done immediately to re- 
new protective apparatus. 





Charged With Arson 


Daniel Buck, proprietor of the City 
hotel at Ottawa, O., has been held to 
the Putnam county grand jury, which 
will convene in October, on a charge 
of arson, in connection with the fire 
which recently damaged his hotel. Evi- 
dence showed that holes had been made 
at various places in the walls, some of 
the work having been done nearly two 
months ago, and girls employed in the 
hotel found a kerosene-soaked comfort 
in one of the holes. They warned 
some of the regular boarders, and 
stayed away the night they suspected 
the fire might break out. Fire de- 
veloped at 3 A. M. and the two girls 
and several men whom they had told 
of the suspicious circumstances were 
watching for it. The flames got a good

A 
little while after he found his supply 
was greater than his requirements, so 
decided to cut out the outside insur- 
ance. We had paid the premium all 
right. We canceled as per request, 
sent the policies back, and are waiting 
for the return premium. Guess it will ; 
come back all right, but when the 


agent replied to our anxious inquiry as } 
to when we might expect our balance, ; 


he said, “I represented the Southern, 
Guardian, New England, and Ohio 
German. I had quite a business with 


them, and in order to keep my cus- 
tomers had to make good with them. It | 
makes me short.” I advised him to 
try again. Look to companies not ' 
commissions and he would avoid such 
troubles. 

I talked to an agent a few days ago. 
about commissions; he said, “My policy 
is to work for the company that pays 
most money for my labor.” He will 
get it before long, perhaps he may 
change his mind, 


I was talking to a good agent a few 
days ago. He was not feeling good 
over the fact that he had great diffi- 
culty in keeping his premium ee + ya 
up to last year’s; in fact, he said, 
seem to have reached the limit as ; 
premium getter. I have a good agency, 
an extended acquaintance and plenty of 
push, but I can’t get any more out of 
the business. I know Detroit is grow- 
ing rapidly, new buildings being erect- 
ed daily, and stocks are up to the av- 
erage. Why is it?” 

Easy enough. Detroit has represent- 
ed about all the companies doing busi- 
ness in Michigan. Each company has 
from one to eight agents. Each agent 
has from one to a hundred solicitors. 
They all want business, and get it. If 
the other fellow worked in new terri- 
tory, and let the old business alone 
there would not be so much kicking, 
but he goes in anywhere and every- 
where. Consequently your receipts are 
reduced, unless you can average up by 
getting some of the business he misses. 
Again the recent reduction of rates on 
flats and dwellings cuts quite a figure 
in the shape of reduced premium in- 
come. The average agent seems satis- 
fied if he can hold his own these days.

Wants Companies to Pay Twice 

The Indiana department is again 
sending out notices to all the foreign

David E. Sherrick, charged with retain- | 
ing part of the insurance fees of the | 
state, it was contended that the moneys | 


had to be paid by the companies to the 
treasurer of the state, and not to the 
auditor. The case was carried to the 
supreme court, which decided that 
where such moneys had been paid to 
the auditor, they had in fact not been 
paid at all to the state. However, 90 
percent of the moneys got into the 
treasury all right and it is the other 10 
percent (retained by the auditors as 
their part of the fees) that the state 
now seeks to recover. The amount de- 
manded is $41,413, representing the 10 
percent retained during the years men- 
tioned.

Must Pay Losses First 

Chief Fire Warden A. U. Johnson of 
Nebraska has announced that he does 
not intend to have his office used by 
insurance adjusters to cut down claims. 
He has received many complaints al- 
leging incendiary fires and will investi- 
gate all of them, but when an insurance 
adjuster thinks he can cut down his 
company’s loss by alleging incendiar- 
ism, the fire warden must first find 
good reason for making an arrest. Mr. 
Johnson says he prefers to have insur- 
ance companies first pay their losses 
before he begins an investigation. He 
has several cases of alleged ingendiar- 
ism and some prosecutions may*follow 
if county attorneys believe the depart- 
ment has sufficient evidence. 


Companies Are Taxed Too Much 


Insurance Commissioner Barnes of 
Kansas, in a recent interview in the 
Topeka Capital, declared that there 
was too much taxing of insurance com- 
panies in Kansas. The state collects 
two percent on gross premiums, cities 
and towns with fire protection collect 
two percent more for the firemen’s re- 
lief funds, and a number of cities 
charge two percent more for an occu- 
pation tax. He declared that if the 
taxes were abolished insurance rates 
would be from 6 to 10 percent cheaper. 
The companies collected nearly $5,000,- 
000 in Kansas last year, on which they 
paid taxes of $300,000. 


Damaged Stocks 

The Minnesota department has raised 
the »oint that under the law fire com- 
panies can not take over damaged 
stocks and sell them to the best ad- 
vantage. The law is: 

“It is, moreover, understood that 
there can be no abandonment of the 
property insured to the company and 
that the company shall not in any case 
be liable for more than the sum in- 
sured, with interest thereon from the 
time the loss shall become payable, as 
above provided.”

GET BENEFIT OF LOWER RATES 


Effect of New Rating Law in Salina, 
Kan.—Will be 10 Percent 
Decrease 


Salina, Kan., Aug. 18.—(Special.)— 
This city has invested $2,500 in fire 
fighting apparatus and will in the future 
expend nearly $4,000 more in maintain- 
ing a paid department, something 
which the city has never had in the 
past, though it has been badly needed 
for years. The expenditure for two 
years in round numbers will amount to 
$10,000, rather a large sum at first 
glance. 

_In view of this expenditure Commis- 
sioner Barnes has ordered a reduction 
in rates which by the best posted insur- 
ance men in the city is estimated at 10 
percent. This reduction will save the 
insurers in the city at a low estimate 
$5,000 annually, and it does not take a 
mathematician to figure out that at 
the end of two years the city will have 
saved $10,000. 

This will have paid for the installa- 
tion of the fire department and its main- 
tenance during this period and the city 
will have made a nice saving at the 
same time. Each year after the first 
two will show an even greater saving 
on the part of the city and consequently 
a saving in insurance under the new 
law. In other words, Salina will be 
getting its fire protection at the ex- 
pense of the new rating law about 
which there has been a disposition in 
some quarters to complain. 


Tend to Net Lines 


With the ruling of the Nebraska de- 
partment that all reinsurance policies 
have to be signed by resident agents 
and the commission must go to them, 
companies are getting more toward net 
lines. The extra trouble and having to 
pay the reinsurance commission to 





agents makes the transaction only one 
of annoyance. In case of reinsurance 
with treaty companies the bordereau is 
signed and filed with the department. 
Companies are permitted to bind rein- 
surance pending the securing of prop- 
erly signed policies.

Martin Bros. have bought out the fire insur- 
ance agency of M. J. Kennard & Son at 
Omaha, owned by the estate of the late M. J.

part cash and part notes for their Cen- 

tral Life Securities stock, a plan has 

been worked out to provide for their 

paying a small amount of cash and giv- 

ing new notes for the balance to the 

Republic Life Securities Company. 
Three Options are Open 

To holders of preterred stock in the 
Central Life Securities Company three 
options will be open. ar 

1. They may join the reorganization 
movement and get Republic Life Se- 
curities stock, on the plan just outlined. 

2. They may exchange their Central 
Life Securities stock for stock in the 
Rhodus brothers’ new Consolidated 
Life Securities Company. 

3. They may do neither, but take 
their share of the proceeds from the 
sale of the assets of the Central Life 
Securities Company, after paying the 
cost of the receivership. It has been 
estimated that this will be from 7 to 10 
percent of the par value of their stock, 
in other words, from 70 cents to $1 a 
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share for stock for which they paid 
from $10 to $25. 

The reorganization committee be- 
lieves that most of the Central Life 

Securities stockholders will take the 
first option. Several hundred of them 
have been working with the reorganiza- 
tion committee right along. About 60 
percent of all the outstanding stock was 
represented at a recent reorganization 
,meeting. On the other hand, the 
Rhoduses have been and are making 
desperate efforts to get the stockhold- 
ers to transfer into their new concern. 
According to the best information the 
reorganizers have the Rhoduses are 
not making great headway in this. 
They are said to have gotten about a 
hundred to exchange their stock, many 
of them holders of only a share or 
two. 

Plans of Reorganization Committee 
The reorganizers figure that if they 
get control of the assets of the Central 

Life Securities Company at the sale, 
as they expect to do, a large number 
of the Central Life Securities stock- 
holders will at once transfer to the Re- 
public company all their interest in the 

Central company and_ distributions 

made by the receiver will largely go 

directly into the treasury of the Repub- 
lic company, furnishing funds with 
which to make payments subsequent to 
the first of $50,000 which the syndicate 
is putting up; the $1.80 which will be 
paid in cash for each share of Re- 
public company stock will pay back the 
syndicate loan and interest and cost of 
the reorganization and. when the trans- 
action is completed the Republic Life 
Securities is expected to have its stock 
paid for in cash or notes and will own 
the Republic Life Insurance Company 
and be in position to make a going con- 
cern of it. In assigning to the Re- 
public company his interests in the 
Central Life Securities company each 
stockholder will include whatever in- 
terest he has in the claim for several 
hundred thousand dollars which the re- 
ceiver is pushing against the Rhodus 
brothers, on the ground that this repre- 
sents the balance they received from 
the sale of Central Life Securities stock 
over and above what has come into his 
possession. 
Receiver Favors Reorganization 
Receiver John C. Fetzer of the Cen- 
tral Life Securities Company is. work- 
ing in hearty accord with the reor- 
ganization committee, as is also the at- 
torney of the petitioner for the re- 
ceiver. The attorney for the reorgani- 
zation committee believes that its plans 
will meet with Judge Kohlsaat’s ap- 
proval, as he has been in favor of sav- 
ing the Republic Life if possible, as 
being more to the interests of the Cen- 
tral Life Securities stockholders than 
a distribution of its assets would be. 

In the reorganization movement the 
Cincinnati stockholders have been very 
much to the fore. About $30,000 of 
Central Life Securities stock is owned 
in that city and some of these ~stock- 
holders put up $10,000 of the $50,000 
the syndicate is raising, an amount 


equal to one-third of the face value of 
their stock.

‘ se Van Dyke also called attention 
‘© the rule of construction that a penal 
patute must be strictly construed in 
avor of those against whom it operates. 
Question of Brokerage Commissions 
PRs has been a general impression 
at the ruling against brokerage com- 





missions was based on the antirebate 
law. It was, however, based on section 
1976, requiring agents to be licensed, 
and 1977, declaring who shall be held 
to be agents, both of which sections 
have been in force for some years. 
The question is not new, but it had 
never been pressed to a decision. As 
long as an agent could do as he wished 
with his commission, and the depart- 
ment was satisfied when an agent was 
licensed by the companies for which 
he habitually acted, the question was 


not important. The antirebate law 
forced it to the front. 
The insurance department foresaw 


the difficulty, and before the legisla- 
ture adjourned got a bill through both 
houses legalizing brokerage business. 
The governor vetoed this bill on the 
mistaken ground that no penalty was 
provided under these sections, and 
therefore the bill was unnecessary. 
Object of Licensing Agents 

On this question Mr. Van Dyke ar- 
gued principally for a construction of 
the various sections in accordance with 
the intention expressed in their titles. 
He went back to the first law and 
showed that agents never had been li- 
censed like peddlers in Wisconsin. The 
assured can judge for himself the re- 
sponsibility and capacity of anyone 
who solicits his insurance. Neither is 
it a revenue measure to catch fees from 
everyone who writes a policy. This 
point seemed to meet the approval of 
the attorney-general and the deputy 
commissioner, although the attorney- 
general did not express an opinion. The 
object of the law, Mr. Van Dyke 
showed from its history and its word- 
ing through various amendments, is to 
protect the public against wildcat 
companies. 

Getting at Intent of Law 

He also showed that a literal en- 
forcement of section 1976 would be ab- 
surd. That section provides that any 
person who transacts the business “of 
or with an insurance company must be 
licensed.” On a literal construction 
this means that an assured must be 
licensed for every company on his risk. 
Furthermore, the license laws taken to- 
gether are susceptible of a construc- 
tion requiring only the companies and 
not the agents to have a certificate of 
authority. The law has been accepted 
to mean that an agent must have a li- 
cense, but, on the rule of strict con- 
struction of penal statutes, the result 
would be, not that every agent and 
every assured must have a license, but 
that none at all is required. He did 
not suggest that the attorney-general 
should take the latter view. His argu- 
ment was that instead of a drastic 
stretching of the law out of its in- 
tended meaning toward the literal, 
without going the whole distance to 
absurdity, the intent and purpose of 
the various sections as expressed by 
the legislature in the titles should be 
accepted. This is accomplished by 
licensing agents for the companies 
which they directly represent.

TRIMMING ITS SAILS 


ANNOUNCEMENT made this week of the 
reinsurance of the outstanding liability of 
the MrrropoLiran Fire of Chicago by the 
WESTCHESTER was good news. The MEtxo- 
POLITAN is not to retire from business, 
but to reduce its territory to a limited 
field which can readily be handled directly 
by the home office. It cuts off some un- 
profitable territory and two or three gen- 
eral agencies. 

It would have been better for the Met- 
ROPOLITAN if it had been content to oper- 
ate near home in the first place. The 
next best thing to not making a mistake 
is to correct it quickly, and this is what 
the Merropotitan has done. The Nortu- 
WESTERN Fire & Marine made a similar 
mistake, but it neglected correcting it un- 
til impairment had come and it was forced 
to adopt radical measures to save itself, It 
adopted them and is now a useful insti- 
tution on the road to success. Other simi- 
lar cases can be cited. 

These are all examples of young com- 
panies that spread out too rapidly. Each 
was prospering in a small territory when 
it listened to the buzzing of the expansion 
bee to its own detriment. Each undertook 
the costly work of developing new terri- 
tory, either directly at its own expense or 
through general agents, and each put on 
business too fast for its surplus. It was 
only a question of time when more money 
must be put in or trouble must be encoun- 
tered. The Merropo.itan has met the sit- 
uation in time and is to be congratulated. 
It is to be regretted that some other com- 
panies are not blessed with the same wis- 
dom. They have been going too fast and 
too far from home and their day of reck- 





oning will come. It is to be hoped that 
they will read the signs and get their 
sails trimmed before the squall strikes 
them. 





ANOTHER POINT TO COVER 
In connection with the effort to organ- 
ize a burglary insurance compact in Chi- 
cago, the question has arisen whether 
members should not agree to secure their 
own burglary policies from noncompact 
offices. This line of thought has been sug- 
gested by the recent burglaries which oc- 
curred in the home of Georce D,. Wess, of 
the Lonpon, and Wittrtam T. BLew, of the 
Ocean, in Chicago, and those of last year 
sustained by A. F. Suaw, of the Fmerity 
& Casua ty, in Chicago, and Cuartres H. 
Hoop, of the Ocean, in Minneapolis. 

When so many men of one class sustain 
losses there naturally is an effort made 
to find a cause. Of course, the men named 
are all millionaires several times over, 
and naturally would be shining marks for 
burglars, but the fact that many million- 
aires are not robbed makes the assignment 
of predatory wealth as a cause unsatisfac- 
tory. With deep grief and no little humil- 
iation many burglary underwriters are 
forced to admit that it looks as if there 
were a moral hazard in their profession. 
It is pointed out that men engaged in 
this branch of insurance are constantly 
subjected to a severe moral strain by the 
temptation to give the public object les- 
sons on the need of residence burglary 
insurance. 

This theory seems to be borne out by 
the fact that it is a common custom for 
agents to place their own burglary insur- 
ance in companies other than those they 
represent. Thus Mr. SHaw was insured 
in the Ocean and Mr. Brew in the Amerti- 
CAN Fipvetity. Mr. Wess had carried his 
insurance in the NationaL Surety for 
years. “He changed it to his own com- 
pany recently, and not to the AMERICAN 
FIpELity, as at first reported. Being in- 
sured in his own company seems to re- 
lieve Mr. Wess of serious suspicion 
though it is a noteworthy fact that he had 
his family in Michigan, safe from attacks 
of burglars, and his silverware in a 
bank when the burglary occurred. 

In view of all the facts, it becomes a 
question with serious-minded and consci- 
entious burglary underwriters whether 
they are not in duty bound to shield their 
companies from possible—to put it mildly 
—loss to refusing to issue policies to other 
burglary insurance men. Lest there might 
be some of weak moral fibre among 
them, it has been suggested, as noted, that 
these be shielded from temptation by 
necessary provisions in the articles of 
agreement. 





A SOCIOLOGICAL TREND 

THERE is a decided sociological trend in 
the latest movements of the larger New 
York life insurance companies. The MeEt- 
ROPOLITAN led off with its war on tubercu- 
losis and program for social betterment of 
its industrial policyholders. President 
Morton of the Eguitasite has returned 
from Europe and announces that his com- 
pany will take a hand in conserving the 
well-being, prosperity and wage-earning 
capacity of the working classes—and 
President RitrENHOUSE of the PRoviDENT 
Savincs is establishing a health bureau in 
pursuance of his new platform, “to insure 
lives and guard them against disease.”

Great American and International Life 
Are Now Combined—To Rein- 
sure Cosmopolitan Life 





Superintendent Kennish of Missouri, 
Superintendent Potter of Illinois and 
Auditor Jobe of Arkansas met as a 
commission this week and approved 
the merger of the Great American Life 
and International Life, both of St. 
Louis, the new company to be known 
as the International. The merger will 
thus result in a stronger and larger 
company. 

The Cosmopolitan Life of Freeport, 
Ill. an assessment company, has voted 
to reinsure in the International, but 
the contract has not been filed yet 
with the Illinois department. The plan 
is to use its funds to pay the premiums 
in the International so long as they 
last. Superintendent Kennish of Mis- 
souri believes he, too, must approve 
the deal because the reinsuring com- 
pany is from his state and he has put 
the question up to the attorney gen- 
eral. 

The Cosmopolitan was formed some 
years ago by a reorganization of the 
Knights of the Globe, a fraternal. It 
owns the old home office of the Ger- 
man Insurance Company of Freeport 
and this will be made the headquarters 
of the Cosmopolitan branch of the In- 
ternational Life, from which consider- 
able of the northern territory of the 
St. Louis company will be handled. 





Soon to Open Western Office 
President William Hanhart of the 
Bankers’ Life of New York will be in 
Chicago early in September to open an 
office in that city for handling the west- 
ern business. He will also attend the 





American Bankers’ Convention on his 
trip. 

The Bankers’ Life is licensed in IIli- 
nois and Missouri,so far as the west is 
concerned. It has applications pend- 
ing in Iowa, Nebraska, Utah, Oregon 
and the Dakotas.

American to Increase Capital

fered at $150 per share to be increased 
to $175 after Sept. 1. The American 
Life is now ten years old and a suc- 
cessful Iowa company. 





Another Move in Tax Case 


Another step has been taken by the 
prosecuting attorney’s office of Hamil- 
ton county to recover about $150,000 
paid to Tax Inquisitor Henry Morgen- 
thaler as a fee in collecting some $750,- 
000 of back taxes from the Union Cen- 
tral Life of Cincinnati. The fee was 
paid under a law which had been de- 
clared unconstitutional in a previous 
similar case at Cleveland, in which the 
Standard Oil Company was interested. 
The first attempt to recover was 
blocked by the decision of the lower 
court upholding the tax inquisitor. 
Attorney Bettman, acting for the 
prosecuting attorney’s office, has filed 
a motion with the supréme court to 
force the lower court to make a ruling 
in accordance with the. previous deci- 
sion of the supreme court. 

Altogether, the Union Central has 
paid about $1,000,000 in back taxes upon 
which commissions of about 30 per

Basford has been very reasonable and 
considerate in the matter of enforc- 
ing the standard provision law. Where 
policies contained only slight or imma- 
terial provision not exactly in con- 
formity with the law, he permitted the 
companies to continue to issue them 
until they were having a new lot of 
policies printed. The result of the law 
has been the barring from the state of 
a number of deceptive contracts which 
were lively sellers and made hard com- 
petition for companies that were issu- 
ing clean, straightforward policies. 

Commissioner Basford is determined 
that when a company is licensed in his 
state the people may rest assured that 
the policies it offers are on the square. 








Date of Policy Governs 

The delivery of policy is not essent- 
ial to validity of contract, and the in- 
surance runs from date of policy and 
not date of delivery. says the Illinois 
Supreme Court recently, in the case 
of Rose v. The Mutual Life of New 
York (Vol. 240, Ill. Adv. Sheets, page 
45.) The court held in part: 
Ordinarily a life insurance policy 
becomes binding on the insurer when 
signed and forwarded to the insurance 
broker to whom the application was 
made, to be delivered to the insured, 
and actual delivery to the insured is 
not essential to the validity of the con- 
tract. In the absence of any agree- 
ment to the contrary, life insurance 
begins to run from the date of the 
policy and not from the date of its 
delivery, where the policy acknowl- 
edges the receipt of the first premium, 
and. in terms, insures the life of the 
holder from the date of the policy, and 
there is nothing to contradict the prima 
facie fact that the application was ac- 
cepted, the premium paid and the 
policy issued on such date.

that state as a condition to forfeiture 
of the policy for non-payment of pre- 
miums does not apply to insurance is- 
sued by New York companies in other 
states, even though the contract of in- 
surance provides that it shall be sub- 
ject to the charter of the company 
and the laws of New York. Where 
a life insurance policy provides that 
notice that each and every payment of 
premium is due is given and accepted 
by the delivery and acceptance of the 
policy and that any further notice is 
expressly waived, no notice is required, 
and if there is a default in payment the 
company need not declare a forfeiture, 
but may set it up in defense when sued 
on the policy—National Corporation 
Reporter. 





Comment on Evans Claim 


The Union Central comments on its 
large policy on the late Robt. D. Evans 
of Boston, as follows: “The policy on 
the life of Robert D. Evans, the Bos- 
ton millionaire, which will pay his 
widow $10,000 for twenty years and at 
the end of the period give her a fur- 
ther sum of $200,000 has attracted 
wide attention, and from the unthink- 
ing has evoked some criticism. The 
risk was reinsured in three companies 
for a total of $127,000, and, as the net 
commuted value of the policy was 
$254,000, the apparent loss to the com- 
pany is $127,000. However, against this 
amount the company had accumulated 
a net reserve of $46,352.58, and taking 
into account the probable excess in- 
terest earnings on the instalments, the 
actual loss will be further reduced by 
reason of the deferred payment. 





Stock Selling in Texas 

It is said that promoters have 
cleaned up a good pile of money from 
selling stock in Texas life companies. 
Stock selling has become so much of 
a mania in the state that Commissioner 
Love felt impelled to issue a warning 
to the public. The Robertson law re- 
quiring companies to place their re- 
serves in Texas securities started a 
home company campaign resulting in 
numerous new companies being incor- 
porated, all selling stock. Many of the 
promoters were not serious in their in- 
tentions and merely desired to clean up 
as much as possible on the sale of 
stock and then sell out. Some of these

Barton Lays Down the Law 


State Auditor Barton has recalled to 
the life insurance com,anies doing busi- 
ness in Nebraska that the remarks that 
he made some weeks ago about changes 
in the manner of doing business on 
September 1 still hold good, and re- 
iterates them, in part as follows: 


No policy shall bear the statement that the 
policy is secured by bonds deposited with any 
State, but it may state that the reserve is so 
guaranteed. 

No company shall hereafter issue board con- 
tracts, special contracts, or any other form of 
contract whereby one person is more favored 
on his policy than any other person of like risk. 

No company will hereafter be permitted to 
give stock, bonds, or other insurance securities 
with policies as inducements to take them. 
The license of any company so doing will be 
canceled. 

No agent shall be permitted to use in solicit- 
ing insurance any estimates of future earnings, 
profits, probable dividends, etc., except those 
authorized over the names of the president, 
secretary, or actuary of the company, the si 
nature being written, printed, or lithographed, 
and the word “estimate” being boldly printed 
across the face. 





Premiums Less Than $10 
After September 1 the Northwestern 
Mutual will not issue a policy which 
calls for a first premium payment of 
less than $10. The company says: 


This means for example that no policy for 
$1,000 will be issued with a quarterly premium 
on the convertible term plan unless the appli- 
cant is 58 or more years of age, or with a semi- 
annual premium unless the applicant is 48 or 
over, In the case of ordinary life policies the 
applicant will have to apply for semi-annual 
payments up to and including age 45 except that 
at ages 21 and 22 the applicant for $1,000 will 
have to pay his first premium at the annual 
rate. If, however, the applicant is rated at age 
23 the company will issue at the semi-annual 
rate, which at that age is exactly $10. 

The reason for this rule is that a large num- 
ber of policies have been applied for which have 
lapsed after payment of premium less than ten 





dollars each. It is believed that no applicant 
who is likely to continue his insurance will be 
inconvenienced by the requirement that his first 
payment must be as much as $10. 





Under Stipulated Premium Law 


The insurance department of South 
Dakota recently notified the Bankers 
Reserve Fund Life of Cincinnati that 
its policy forms are not in accord with 
the provisions of the legal teserve laws 
passed at the last legislature. The com- 
pany has now decided to operate under 
the stipulated premium law for the re- 
mainder of the year. 





Missouri State Expanding 


The Missouri State Life is steadily 
expanding its business. It is now en- 
tered in nineteen states and is prepar- 
ing to enter four more, including Iowa. 
President Melson is giving a great deal 
of attention to organization work. He 
recently spent some time in Chicago or- 
ganizing northern Illinois, and also has 
appointed R. Lee Jones of Springfield 
as general agent in central Illinois.

the name of the Kalamazoo Life. 

William E. Ingersoll, second vice-president of 
the New York Life, died last week in Paris. 
He entered the service of the company in 1874 
at its London office. 

James H. Catlow, of Chicago, formerly with 
the Security Life of Chicago and later with the 
Scranton Life, becomes Iowa agency supervisor 
of the Hartford Life. 

The Iowa Life of Waterloo has appointed 
C. H. Myers general agent for Des Moines. 
His territory will comprehend six or eight 
counties adjacent to the city. 

For the first seven months of the year the 
settled for business of the Union Central was 
$15,989,830, an increase of over $2,000,000 when 
compared with the similar period of 1908. 

The Illinois agency of the Union Central 
leads all others in settled business up to Aug. 
1, its figure being $1,993,150. Ohio is the next 
state with $1,593,190. New York shows $1,248,- 
250. 

The Philadelphia Life has made a 50 percent 
gain in business in the city of Philadelphia, due 
to a certain extent to C. H. Perry, superintend- 
ent of the agency department, who is a big per- 
sonal producer. 

Agents of the Fidelity Mutual Life will hold 
a convention on Sept. 2 at the home office. 
Nearly all the agencies of the company will be 
represented and live questions will be discussed 
by those in attendance. 

The formation of burial associations was_ held 
by the attorney-general’s office to be_ illegal. 
Superintendent Kennish of the Missouri insur- 
ance department will advise prosecuting attorneys 
to proceed to dissolve such associations. 

The Northwestern National Life has begun 
work on its new home office building in Min- 
neapolis. The building will be erected to the 
height of only four stories at present, but the 
foundations will be made strong enough for 
twelve stories. 

Following the admission to Montana of the 
Des Moines Life Insurance Company it is an- 
nounced that A. D. Sperry will be state agent 
with headquarters at fiamilton. Calvin Tiche- 
nor is made state manager for Nebraska and 
S. M. Powell succeeds him for the state of 
Mississippi. 

The American Life of Des Moines has de- 
cided to increase its capital stock from $100,000 
to $200,000. Sales of the new stock have been 
placed with John Lawless, formerly private sec- 
retary to the late James Callanan. he com- 
pany is offering the extra stock for $150 per 
share until September 1, when it will be ad- 
vanced to $175. : 


Application for a charter for a life com- 
pany that will accept risks only on total ab- 
stainers has been filed at Atlanta, Ga. The 
company has been organized in Atlanta with an 
initial capital stock of $200,000. Leading pro- 
hibitionists throughout the country also are 
said to be behind the company with the inten- 
tion of making it of national importance. 


The Des Moines Life has been admitted to 
Montana, and has appointed A. D. Sperry state 
agent, with headquarters at Hamilton, though 
it is expected to establish the agency at Missoula 
soon. S. M. Powell will have charge of the 
Des Moines business in Mississippi under the 
agency of Wood & Wood, succeeding Calvin 
Tichenor, recently appointed manager for Ne- 
braska. 


Mayor W. S. Jordan and C. H. Harrison of 
Jacksonville, Fla., have been appointed general 
agents of the South-Atlantic Life of Richmond, 
Va., and will in the future handle all the 
Florida business of the company. Mayor Jor- 
dan was for a number of years a successful 
representative of the New York Life, while Mr. 
Harrison has held a like gosition with the Penn 
Mutual in Georgia. 


Representatives of eastern bond houses who 
have been making the rounds of Des Moines 
life insurance companies and banks for the pur- 
= of selling bonds for investment purposes, 
ave not met with flattering success, according 
to insurance men. First mortgage loans upon 
farm lands look better to Iowa insurance men 
as means of investing their reserve and surplus 
funds. The lands bring 5 and 6 percent interest 
whereas the bonds usually draw but 4. 


The 10-year renewable term policies of the 
Northwestern Mutual which have reached the 
end of the first ten-year period are not entitled 
to thirty days of grace in the payment of the 
eleventh premium necessary to renew the policy 
for a second ten-year period. Such policies ex- 
pire absolutely on last day of ten-year period, 
unless renewed before that time by payment of 
the necessary premium for the advanced age 
less any reduction the company may have an- 
nounced. 


Frank J. Butler, the new assistant state man- 
ager for Washington, of the Columbian 
National Life, is succeeding in getting some 
good men into his ranks. The latest addition 
of good ones is D. S. McCurdy. “Mack,” as 
e is familiarly known all over the Pacific 
Northwest, was for a number of years with the 
New York Life, and at the organization of the 
First National Life of Tacoma, Wash., took 
up the field work for that company. He did 
more to organize the field and wrote more 
paid for business than any other man in the 
agency force. 


The Iowa territory of the National Life of 
Vermont has been divided into six general 
agencies, with headquarters at Des Moines, 
Sioux City, Council Bluffs, Davenport, Dubuque 
and Mason City. Harry J. Snell of Chicago has 
been appointed general agent at Des Moines, 
effective Sept. 1, and William M. Grady takes 
the Sioux City field. South Dakota has also 
been divided into five districts with headquarters 
at Yankton, Aberdeen, Mitchell, Sioux Falls 
and Watertown. William H. Hohtze has been 
appointed general agent at Yankton. Appoint- 
ments are also under consideration in central IIli- 
mois and for northern Michigan at Menominee. 





AMONG CASUALTY AGENTS 


NEW INFORMATION REQUIRED 








Bonding Companies Must Answer Nu- 
merous Questions, to Give Basis 
for Estimating Claim Reserves 





In pursuance of the investigations 
made by the special fidelity and surety 
committee of the National Convention 
of Insurance Commissioners, the com- 
mittee on blanks has prepared sched- 
ule M, to be added to the casualty and 
surety blank, by which it is hoped to se- 
cure such information as, in time, will 
make possible the working out of re- 
serves for claims in a more scientific 
way than the present one of estimating 
each claim: 

To this end the committee has di- 
vided all bonds into twelve classes as 
follows: 


Class No. 1 Fiperity — Executives, agents, 
clerks, etc., of financial institutions, public serv- 
ice corporations, mercantile, manufacturing, fra- 
ternal, labor organizations, et al. 

2 Fipuciary—Administrators, executors, guar- 
dians, trustees, assignees, receivers, committees, 
conservators, curators. 

3 Pusiic Orriciat—State, county, municipal 
officials, accounting officers, judges, court clerks, 

notaries, policemen, et al. 

4 Unitep States GoveRNMENT OFFICIALS — 
Includes every risk covering any official or em- 
ploye running to the United States government. 

5 Customs—INnTERNAL RevENUE—Includes all 
bonds given to the customs or internal revenue 
department of the United States government and 
other financial guarantee running to the federal 
government. 

6 Contract—U. S. Government — Construc- 
tion, furnishing supplies. 

7 Contract—GeEneraLt—Construction, furnish- 
ing of supplies, all contractor risks other than 
running to the federal government. 

8 Jupiciat or Court—Refunding, appeal, bail, 
attachment, costs, replevin, etc. All nds re- 
quired in or terminated by a judicial proceed- 
ing. 

9 Depository. 

10 LicensE—FRANCHISE. 

11 Excise. 

12 INDEMNITY—MISCELLANEOUS—Includes all 
financial guarantees not reported in classes 7 to 
11 inclusive, guaranteeing payment of rents, lost 
securities, etc. 


On each of the foregoing classes the 
following information will be required 
in the statement of Dec. 31, showing 
the experience of 1909 on business writ- 
ten in 1909: 

Gross penalty written (meaning the aggregate 
face amount of the bonds or policies. 

Amount of same reinsured. 

Gross penalty terminated other than by rein- 
surance. (Risks to be entered as “terminated” 
only upon expiration of period covered by agree- 
ment as to payment of premium.) 

Reinsurance terminated. 

Gross losses paid. 

Reinsurance collected on said losses. 

Cash salvage, other than from reinsurance, re- 
ceived during 1909 on said losses. 

Estimated market value of salvage held Dec. 
31, 1909, on account of said losses including un- 
collected reinsurance. 

Next year and thereafter the compa- 
nies will be required to show two years’ 
experience, for example, experience of 
1910 on business written in 1909 and ex- 
perience of 1910 on business written in 
1910. Under the head of experience of 
1910 on business written in 1909, the 
companies will be required to give in- 
formation under the following heads: 


Gross penalty terminated. 

Reinsurance terminated. 

Gross losses paid. 

Reinsurance collected on said losses. 

Cash salvage, other than from reinsurance, re- 
ceived in 1910 on claims under contracts issued 
in 1909. 

Cash received during 1910 from salvage held 
Dec. 31, 1909, on account of claims under con- 
tracts issued in 1909. 

Estimated market value of salvage held Dec. 
31, 1910, on account of claims under contracts 
issued in 1909, including uncollected reinsurance. 


May Have Bank Insurance 
The special session of the Wisconsin 
legislature may pass a law providing 
for the insurance of bank deposits if 
the expected report of the special com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the sub- 
ject is of deciding influence. The com- 
mittee has investigated conditions in 
Oklahoma, and the results of its in- 
quiry seem to be favorable. The bill 
which the committee will probably 
frame will likely be based on the Okla- 
homa statute, including some of the 

provisions of the Nebraska statute. 
The recent convention of the state 
bankers’ association unanimously passed

PESSIMISTIC VIEW OF RATES 





Investigation of Government Rates 
and Charges of Bad Practices 
Cause Talk of Break 





Prophesies of trouble over bonding 
rates are heard in some quarters at 
present. The announcement that a 
congressional committee, with Con- 
gressman James A. Tawney at its head, 
is to investigate the whole subject of 
rates on government business is not 
reassuring. Mr. Tawney has been un- 
moved by all arguments advanced by 
the surety companies to show that the 
new rates on government business are 
warranted by experience. A man who 
is familiar with the situation states that 
the government knows more about the 
experience of the companies on gov- 
ernment official bonds than some of 
the companies themselves do. There 
is a suspicion that Mr. Tawney has 
taken the position he has held, with 
considerable knowledge of the subject. 
From his past course, there is no rea- 
son to expect a report showing the 
companies much favor. Should Con- 
gress decide that the rates charged 
government employes are too high it 
would give encouragement to _ state 
officials, like Auditor Barton of Ne- 
braska, who intimates broadly that 
rates in general are too high. This is 
denied, even by men who think the 
government official rates were boosted 
too much. 

It is pointed out that the situation is 
not improved by the charges of bad 
faith which are being made against 
companies and their represenatives. 
For example, it is claimed that not all 
special agreements with assured as to 
contract rates were taken up on June 
1, although it was agreed that they 
should be canceled at that time. There 
is some complaint of rebating, although 
little of this is heard in Chicago. It 
is claimed, however, that some large 
fidelity bonds have been renewed at 
the same cost to the assured notwith- 
standing they are in classes on which 
rates were advanced. 

Another cause of discontent is in- 
correct quotations of rates, whether 
arising from mistake or intent. For 
example, a manager in Chicago recent- 
ly quoted as the rate on a government 
supply contract bond, where the 
of the contract was indeterminate, $10 
for the year, subject of readjustment, 
when the contract was completed at a 
rate of one-fourth of one percent on 
the amount of the contract the mini- 
mum premium in any event to be $5. 
The-contractor insisted that the proper 
premium was $5 flat and to prove that 
he was right got quotations of that 
amount from three offices. The in- 
structions to agents on this point are 
as follows: 

Suprpty Bonvs—One-quarter of 1 percent per 
annum on the amount of the contract, when the 
amount of the contract can be definitely ascer- 
tained. When the amount of the contract can 
not be definitely ascertained, the rate to be 1 
percent per annum on the penalty of the bond; 
to be alinctel at the end of the year on the 
basis of one-quarter of 1 percent per annum on 
the amount of the contract. Minimum earned 
premium, $5 per annum. 

The fear is expressed in some quar- 
ters that if these infringements of good 
practices are permitted to continue, 
they will increase to a point that will 
cause some company to break loose. 
On the other hand, the past year has 
done so much to put the business on 
a paying basis that some well-informed 
men hold that all the companies will 
stand considerable in the way of petty 
annoyances and occasional losses of 
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Holds Cashier Not a “Tool” 

The Kentucky court of appeals has 
decided in favor of the Maryland Cas- 
ualty in a suit brought against it by a 
bank on which it had the burglary in- 
surance. The policy covered against 
loss from the safe where an entrance 
was made to the chest by the use of 
tools and explosives, and from loss by 
robbery or hold-up from the officers’ 
cages during business hours. In this 
case the cashier was alleged to have 
been held up after banking hours and 
compelled by the robbers to open the 
safe for them. The bank set up the 
plea that he was a tool of the robbers 
and that the safe therefore was opened 
by the use of tools and the burglary 
company was liable. After a full dis- 
cussion of this contention the court 
holds otherwise.

Many factors in trade and industry indicate 
the probability of a strong trade revival this fall. 
Estimates by the department of agriculture 
romise abundant crops. Postal receipts in 
arge cities show marked gains. Governmental 
revenues are increasing. he demand for pig 
iron—a barometer of almost infallible accuracy 
for measuring industrial conditions—reveals 
constant strength. Enlarged purchases of steel 
rails and locomotives by the railroads are re- 
ported. Building operations are active. Manu- 
facturers and jobbers declare that there has 
been an encouraging advance in orders. Taken 
singly, these signs of better times might attract 
little notice. aken together, they have a force 
which is cumulative and unmistakable as evi- 
dence of a gradual restoration of public con- 
fidence. It should never be forgotten that there

It has a special department 
for the handling of salvage and it has 
been turning considerable of this un- 
available stuff into money. 

When the stockholders authorized 
the recent issue of new stock to be 
sold at $65, par value $25, it was de- 
cided to allot a certain portion of it to 
present stockholders, if they desired to 
purchase it, and permit a few outsiders 
to get some. Every stockholder took 
his full allotment and there was such 
a demand for the rest that nobody got 
more than a small portion of what he 
wanted.

Attorneys’ Lien Act 

The act creating an attorney’s lien 
passed by the Illinois legislature is: 

That attorneys at law shall have a lien upon 
all claims, demands and causes of action, in- 
cluding all claims for unliquidated damages, 
which may be placed in their hands by their 
clients for suit or collection, or upon which 
suit or action has been instituted, for the 


amount of any fee which may have been agreed 
upon by and between such attorneys and their 
clients, or, in the absence of such agreements, 
for a reasonable fee, for the services of such 
attorneys rendered or to be rendered for their 
clients on account of such suits, claims, de- 
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ident, Health, Disability, Lia- 
bility, Boiler, Burglary, Physi- 
cians’ Defense, Sprinkler Leakage.

Cuts Down on Mercantile Burglary 

The New Jersey Plate Glass, which 
wrote considerable mercantile business 
in Chicago when it started in the bur- 
glary insurance business, is now writ- 
ing that line very sparingly, treating 
it mostly as accommodation business 
for good brokers and accepting it only 
after careful inspection. Its loss ratio 
in this class has been very unsatisfac- 
tory, although it exercised care in its 
acceptances. Manager A. G. Kuhns 
attributes the heavy losses mostly to 
the absence of anything like coinsur- 
ance, resulting in extreme underinsur- 
ance. 





Going From Bad to Worse

times amounting to 50 per cent. No- 
body seems to see any prospect of re- 
lief, as every effort in this direction in 
the past has failed after a short time.

HOW TO GET RATE CREDITS 








Features to be Recognized in the Ap- 
plication of the Different 
Schedules 





The following are the main features 
to be recognized along the lines noted 
to get rate credits under the schedules: 


Inside Standpipe and Hose Systems—In build- 
ings less than 40 feet in height standpipes to 
be not less than 2 inches in diameter; over 40 
and under 60 feet, not less than 24% inches; over 
60 and under 75 feet, not less than 3 inches; over 
75 and under 100 feet, not less than 4 inches; 
same to be connected to city water main 
through cast iron pipe at least 1 inch greater 
in diameter than riser. Size of said connection 
to be increased % inch in diameter for each 
additional riser over one. 

Where city pressure is less than 15 pounds 
per square inch at highest outlet, an auxiliary 
water supply should be provided, viz.: gravity 
tank of not less than 3,000 gallons capacity for 
each riser, same to have an elevation of at 
least 20 feet above roof; or steel pressure 
tank of not less than 4,500 gallons capacity 
for each riser, but two-thirds full of water 
and one-third full of air under pressure of not 
less than 75 pounds and located not lower 
than the highest outlet of standpipe. 

here water supply is furnished by means of 
pump or sources not mentioned, specifications 
to be furnished. 

At top of each standpipe, for testing pur- 
pooss, there should be attached a %-inch pet 
cock, 

Hose sufficient to reach all parts of the floor 
shall be attached to a 2-inch outlet on each floor 
and basement; hose to be approved linen of 
cotton rubber lined at least 14% inches in diam- 
eter, with smooth bore brass nozzles at least 12 
inches long, having %-inch discharge; hose 
lengths to be not greater than 75 feet and where 
hose itself will not reach extreme end of area 
to be protected, an additional standpipe to be 
provided. 

Extinguishers and Fire Pails.—(a) Chemical 
fire extinguishers, one for each 2,000 square 
feet of floor area, should be of approved make 
and bear label of Underwriter’s Laboratories. 
Approved list obtained upon application at rating 
bureau. 

(b) Casks and pails, one cask and five pails 
for each 2,000 square feet of floor area, are 
accepted in lieu of chemical fire extinguishers 
in manufacturing risks. 

(c) Sand pails of not less than three gallons 
capacity, six pails for each 2,000 square feet 
of floor area, should be provided in addition to 





chemical fire extinguishers or casks and pails in 
rooms where painting, varnishing, dipping and 
poseens are done, or where oil is handled. 
n telephone switchboard rooms sand pails only 
are recommended. 

Automatic Fire Alarm System.—Automatic fire 
alarm system should be installed and maintained 
in strict accordance with detailed requirements 
as outlined in specific pamphlet obtained upon 
ume at rating bureau. _ 

Jatchmen’s Time Recording Apparatus.— 
Watchmen’s time recording apparatus should be 
of annroved type and installation as covered in 
specific pamphlet obtained upon application; loca- 
tion of stations should necessitate watchmen 
traversing entire + on each round, and 
to be subject to the approval of this office. At 
least hourly rounds should be made by watch- 
man at all times risk is not in active operation, 
or while the run_of business is suspended, in- 
cluding nights, Sundays and holidays. Daily 
records to be kept on file and checked daily 
by an authorized person. Watchman must be 
exclusively in the employ of the assured. This 
service may be either— 

(a) Approved central station system, consist- 
ing of approved combined fire alarm and watch- 
clock boxes; or 

(b) Approved local or private stationary sys- 
tem, or approved portable watch clock. 

Automatic Sprinklers.—Automatic sprinklers 
are recognized as the best means of individual 
fire protection, and are recommended for all 
classes of property, especially in properties of 
large height, area or value. Details of this 
protection will be furnished upon application at 
rating bureau. 

Exposures.—Exposures constitute one of the 
greatest dangers from fire. Any means of 
a fire through exterior openings, 
cornices, roof houses or otherwise, should be 
protected or removed. 

Bridges and Closed Communications.—Bridges 
and closed communications connecting build- 
ings should ‘fireproof construction, with a 
standard automatic-closing fire door at each end. 





Improvements at Wheeling 

The city of Wheeling, W. Va., has 
let a contract to the Allis-Chalmers 
Company for a new twenty million 
gallon pump for the city water works. 

Under the contract the pump must 
be completed and ready to pump water 
in the reservoir in twelve months.

Chadron’s Remarkable Protection 


In a new tariff of rates issued for 
Chadron, Neb., by the Nebraska In- 
spection Bureau, attention is called to 
the fact that Chadron has as good fire 
protection as any town of its popula- 
tion, 2,000, in the whole country. 

These are the facts presented: 

Fire alarm, bell and telephone, Alarm 
gong in each fireman’s home, connected 
to telephones, and arranged to be rung 
from telephone central station. 

Fire department, volunteer, 30 men; 
3 hose carts, 1 hook and ladder truck, 
2,200 feet good and 500 feet fair 2%- 
inch cotton-jacketed hose. 

Waterworks, gravity system. Reser- 
voir eight miles south of town; ca- 
pacity, 425,000 gallons; fed from Chad- 
ron creek. Bottom of reservoir 261 
feet above business section of town. 
Also an intermediate reservoir 1% 
miles south of town; capacity, 588,500 
gallons; bottom of reservoir 239 feet 
above business section of town; 8-inch 
main from reservoir; 52 double hy- 
drants on six miles of 4, 6 and 8-inch 
mains. Pressure, from 100 to 110 
pounds. 

Fire area, about 360 acres. 





Explosion of Smoke 


In the Municipal Journal and En- 
gineer Inspector, William McDevett, of 
Philadelphia, explains the phenomenon 
of smoke explosion. He shows that in 
a fire, free carbon rises and mixes with 
hydrogen. Methyl alcohol, creosote 
and other gases are present, when 
these become heated to the ignition 
point, explosion results. When smoke 
becomes heated to about 800 degrees 
it explodes and often is ignited by 
sparks. 

Inspector McDevett says when thick 
smoke is ignited it becomes incan- 
descent and rolls through a room with 
sufficient force to shake the walls. Fire- 
men, he declares, formerly kept all 
openings closed with the idea of hav- 
ing the smoke smother the flames. 
This mistaken theory is now realized 
and to avoid smoke explosion, doors 
and windows should be opened.

POINTERS a) 


FOR LOCAL AGENTS. 








Question— One of my _ customers 
owns a brick mercantile building with 
plate glass front. He also carries plate 
glass insurance which he has about de- 
cided to drop. The plate glass agent 
tells him that in case the glass is 
broken from heat, by the burning of 
other nearby property, across the street 
for instance; he would be unable to 
recover damages on his fire policy. 
Will you kindly clear this matter up for 
us? 

Answer — Plate glass which is ex- 
posed to fire is covered under a fire 
policy. A plate glass policy does not 
cover glass that has been broken from 
heat due to exposure to a burning 
building. 

Question—We are in need of a fairly 
reliable nonunion fire insurance com- 
pany which will write chattel mortgage 
risks. Can you give us any informa- 
tion as to where we can secure such a 
company? 

Answer—We believe that every com- 
pany of repute places risks covered by 
a chattel mortgage on its prohibited 
list, unless such mortgage is part of 
the purchase price of some article that 
has been bought from a dealer. Where 
a chattel mortgage has been placed on 
property merely to raise money a com- 
pany looks with disfavor on such a 
risk. We imagine that almost all com- 
panies waive this rule once in a while 
in case an agent in which it places con- 
fidence will vouch for the honesty of 
the assured. There is no company that 
would write such a risk for any other 
than its own agent whom it desires to 
favor.

Question—Has a purchaser of a tax 
lien in Indiana an insurable interest in 
the property so purchased? Under the 
Indiana law he can not enforce his 
lien until the expiration of two years. 

Answer—lIn the state of Indiana the 
purchaser of a tax lien can insure his 
interest in the property to the amount 
which he has paid for the tax cer- 
tificate. 


Question—On page 71 of the book 
“Pointers for Local Agents,” in “three- 
fourths value and three-fourths loss 
clauses” paragraph, the following ap- 
pears regarding the effect of the three- 
fourths value clause: “If the loss be 
less than the face of the policy he re- 
covers in the ratio that the value of the 
loss bears to three-fourths of the actual 
cash value of the property insured.” 

Kindly explain this. Is it not an er- 
ror? I note same clause on page 70, 
where an entirely different but correct 
construction of this clause is given. 

Answer—This certainly is an error. 
The three-fourths value clause has ab- 
solutely no effect in either total or par- 
tial losses if the insurance in force does 
not exceed three-fourths of the sound 
value, without regard to the loss sus- 
tained. If the insurance does exceed 
three-fourths of the sound value, the 
companies pay exactly the same as if 
the clause were not attached, except 
that the total payments will not exceed 
three-fourths of the sound value. 

There is another clause in the same 
paragraph which is misleading. It 





states that the clause makes the in- 
sured a self-insurer to the extent of 
one-fourth. This is true only-in the 
sense that the Jast 25 percent of the 
sound value is not covered by insur- 
ance. It does not mean that the as- 
sured pro-rates any part of the loss 
with the companies, as under coinsur- 
ance. 


Question—I issued policy to “A” in 
the B. Co. on a dwelling house, for 
which I was subagent under “C,” the 
real agent for the property. I do not 
know where assured lives, and the 
agent has removed from this city, and 
I fail to get an answer to any letter to 
him. The house has- been vacant for 
many months and is in bad condition. 
When I made my last report to the 
agent there was a balance due me on 
the premium. I gave up my sub- 
agency nearly a year ago, and no one 
is looking after the property now. The 
policy is still in my possession, never 
having been delivered. I feel that I 
ought to cancel the policy, but hardly 
know how to do it to make the com- 
pany safe. What ought I to do under 
the circumstances and how? 

Answer—The conditions you present 
are certainly very difficult. We would 
suggest that you examine the tax rec- 
ords and see who is paying taxes on 
the property. You can possibly get 
the address of the owner from that 
source. Or if you look up the title to 
the property you can find the name of 
the owner and there is surely someone 
who can give you his address. We 
rather think the tax records will be the 
best source of information. When you 
get the address of the assured or his 
agent, cancellation should be made by 
registered letter. 

Owing to the property being left 
vacant without permit, perhaps, or at 
least without so extended a permit, the 
company would doubtless deny liabil- 
ity if a loss occurred.
